WASHINGTON, (#)—A Cali- 
fornia oil and gag specialist pre- 
dicted today that California oil 
production will reach _its peak 
next January and then begin a 
Steady decline. 

Gas production from QOalifornia 
oil-gas wells will reach its peak 
at the same time and then fall off 
more rapidly than oil, said Roy 
M. Bauer,

authority to build another Texas- 
to-California gas pipeline. 

Bauer said his studies of oil 
Supplies in all California fields 
showed that the present produc- 
tion of 955,000, barrels a day will 
increase to 970,000 barrels in Jan- 
uary, 1949, and then begin a con- 
tinuous decline of approximately 
20,000 barrels in each six month 
period to 770,000 barrels by Janu- 
ary, 1954, 

Gas production from the same 
wells, now approximately 1,540,- 
000,000 cubic feet daily, will in- 
crease by 20,000,000 cubic feet per 
day in January of next year, then 
drop to 1,100,000,000 cubic feet by 
January, 1954.
